Because of the late date we received your letter, we were not 
able to provide you the requested information by 21 July. 
Nevertheless, we understand your desire to have answers to the 
questions prior to the FOIA hearing on 2 August. Enclosed are 
responses to many of the questions you have asked. Responding to 
the remaining questions would require an individual review of"^ 
more than 1000 FOIA files. Such a review would require a 
significant expenditure of time and would interfere with the 
processing of current FOIA requests. 

Ke also note that your letter requests a complete set of form 
letters sent to FOIA requesters. Since the Agency crafts 
individual responses to FOIA requesters, we have no form letters 
that can be provided. 

Ke look forward to appearing at the hearing next week and 
hope that you will find the information we have provided helpful.
